The 
uncertainty of p olitical affairs in Europ e and 
the steady march of the Jap anese deep er into 
sure and world economic conditions is p rep ared 
chinese territory have added to the feeling that 
to answer with any degree of certitude. 
Indeed it is generally admitted th at few states­ 
men and economists, even those who have p assed 
on the measure, know ex actly what it will do. 
The uncertainty and division of op inion on the 
subject are evidenced by the p olitical division of 
the vote in the Senate. Of the 56 who voted for 
the measure, 53 were statesmen who usually fol­ 
low the New Deal. Only two Rep ublicans joined 
the majority , Senators Cap p er and Fraser, and 
with them went the indep endent Senator Norris 
who usually trails Roosevelt or goes ahead of 
him to p oint the way . 


in some way or another we might be involved. 
While the American p eop le almost unanimously 
are against a foreign war y et ever since the 
Panay incident there has been an uneasiness 
among many of our citizens, esp ecially those who 
remember the incidents which occurred p revious 
to our entering the World War back in 1917. 
The argument and debate over the p rop osal to 
sp end $800,006,000 for our navy has served to 
accelerate this uneasiness. Charges that the navy 
as outlined would be used for offensive measures 
in Asiatic waters as well as for defense along 
the American coast have not added to the general 
On the other hand, of those against the mea- 
p eace of mind, desp ite the statem ent of Secre- 
sure 17 were Democrats and ll Rep ublicans. 
Joining with them in op p osing the legislation 
were two Farmer-Laborites, Ship stead and Lun- 
deen, and one Progressive, Senator LaFollette. 
Here is some evidence of the difference of op in­ 
ion in the Senate on the new farm bill. 
More doubt on the buccan be seen in the state­ 
ments of Senator Barkley , Democratic leader, 
who p iloted the legislation through the Senate. 
The Kentucky leader declared that “the measure 
is undoubtedly not p erfect” but he added that 
as the situation develop ed amendments would be 
offered to “fix ” the defects in the law. 
Senator McNary of Oregon, a long time stu­ 
dent of farm legislation, denounced the bill as 
a p romulgation of the p olicy of scarcity at a time 
when more and more agricultural imp orts are 
coming into the country from foreign shores, 
and he charged th at it would p rovide means for 
coercion of the farmers rather than voluntary 
coop eration. 
Senator Johnson of California was outsp oken 
against the measure, declaring th at it was the 
beginning of a general dictatorship and gave 
more p ower to the Secretary of Agriculture than 
ever before given to one man. 
Senator McAdoo of California, too, said the bill 
is unconstitutional and Senator Burke of Ne­ 
braska comp ared its sp irit with naziism, ex p ress­ 
ing the op inion th at the comp ulsory p rovisions 
are outside the Constitution. 
Briefly , the legislation seems to combine all of 
the farm regulatory efforts of the p ast few y ears 
with p rovisions for “agricultural p arity ,” soil con­ 
servation, the control of m arket surp luses and 
through this, crop regimentation. It is to cost 
$440,000,000, but some statesmen who have stud­ 
ied the^bill think the outlay will necessarily be 
twice th at much. 
The law p rovides for about every thing ex cep t 
control of the weather and the crop s raised by 
farmers in other countries.-Until these two con­ 
ditions can be made the subject of legislation it 
is doubtful whether the new law can succeed. 


LET’S CLEAR THE ATMOSPHERE 
Of late there has been an unusual am ount of 


tary Hull that the United States has no offensive 
or defensive alliance or understanding with any 
other p ower. 
Some critics of the p resent naval bill say that 
an understanding can be imp lied as well as p ut 
into writing or into ex act words, and they have 
charged that an enlarged American navy would 
be intended to engage Jap an in the Orient should 
Great Britain become involved in a Europ ean 
conflict. Many of the charges and accusations 
as to our p robable or p ossible foreign p olicy have 
been bitter. For ex amp le: John Hay nes Holmes, 
ex treme p acifi t, said the other Sunday in a .ser­ 
mon in the Community Church in Town Hall, 
New York, that the Presidential recommendation 
for a 20 per cent increase in our national de­ 
fense is “ specio us” and “aimed to deceive the 
p eop le,” that there is not the remotest p ossibil­ 
ity the United States can or will be attacked 
within the nex t IOO y ears. Continuing he de­ 
clared: 
“That President Roosevelt, baffled and be­ 
wildered by the economic imp asse here at home, 
welcomes this chance to turn p ublic attention 
from domestic dep ression to foreign military 
glory , goes without say ing. To build a new fleet 
is a grand way to cut into the unemp loy ment 
p roblem. To stir up a first-class war scare is a 
sure-fire means of making every body forget their 
p ersonal troubles.” 
Few p eop le will agree with Mr. Holmes in his 
reasoning. It would not be safe to p redict what 
weap ons of attack will or will not be p rep ared in 
the nex t century nor is it easy to see how em­ 
barking in a foreign war would help our econom­ 
ic situation now. It would be well calculated to 
ruin us entirely as a nation, economically as well 
as otherwise. 
At the same time it is the fact that there is a 
considerable jittery feeling over the nation and 
many bitter charges and counter charges have 
been made. For this reason wouldn’t a sp ecific 
declaration of foreign p olicy by the President as 
suggested by Senator Johnson recently go a long 
way toward clearing the atmosp here and reliev­ 
ing the p ressure?
